German Hopes are Now Going 
the Board 


One by one all the German hopes 
and forecasts are going glimmering, 
and still the awful pounding con- 
tinues, The legend of Prussian _in- 
vincibility is not now cherished by 
the troops who have lost the Pass- 
chendaele Ridge or the Vimy Ridge. 
They know, An army which expect- 
ed to get to Paris in six weeks finds 
itself after three years being pound- 
ed out of Flanders without hope of 
victory in the field; it-labors under 
no delusion 7* ta the condition of its 
foe; it knows shat the submarine 
blockade has not prevented the. ar- 
rival of British ammunition, 


We are sccing the slow but sure 
decay of one of the great military 
machines of human history, but the 
world has not yet fully realized its 
present condition, just as the Na- 
poleonic legend long took in a Eur- 
ope accustomed to Napoleonic vic- 
torics won by the veterans of the 
revolution, even when Napoleon was 
facing veteran troops with ill- train- 
jed youths, after his ereat-licutenants 
and best soldiers had perished in the 
victorics between Marengo and Mos- 
cow. When there was next to noth- 
ing: left of the army of Northern Vir- 
finia but its magnificent reputation, 
it’still seemed invincible to the doubt- 
ers in the north. ; 

The greatest single service of the 
British at Ypres is the demonstration 
they are giving the world of the de- 
cline of German morale and German 
might. We are still under the sha- 
dow of our old fears and of our ap- 
prehensions, which were just © three 
years ago, two yeats ago, ‘but 
now they are childish. At its best 
the German army failed at the Marne. 
and at Verdun; -while it aas-. still 
strong it lost at the Somme.” This 
year it has lost every considerable 
engagement in the west and has been 
unable to attempt any major opera- 
tion in the east. 

Third Ypres in its largest meaning 
is a demonstration of the rapid  de- 
cline of German military strength; it 
is the clear proof that Germany has 
lost the war; it is the reasonable as- 
surance that. the next campaign will 
bring triumphs\not to be measured 
by yards or by rods. It is one of the 
decisive battles of the war, just as 
the serics. of struggles between the 
Rapidan and the James in 1864: were 
the sure forerunners of Confederate 
collapse..This is what Third ‘“Wip- 
ers” means. Only the. purposefully 
blind and, the congenitally wealk-spir- 
ited will mistake the fact, y 
them,” Petain’s soldiers saj 
herfirs hee yaof.

Holland Feeds Germany 


— 


Notwithstanding German Militarism 
Has Long Been a Menace 
to Dutch Independence 


A very clear and convincing state- 
men of the conditions under which 
the Dutch. have fed Germany is sent 
to the New York Times by Mr. John 
C. Van der Veer, the London cditor 
of the Amsterdam Telegraf. The fig- 
ures show how certain traders have 
derived immense profits from —send- 
ing supplics to Germany even théugh 
part of these were badly needed at 
home. The trade with Germany for 
the years 1915 and 1916 was some 
ten times gréatcr than the trade with 
England, though. England has always 
been one of Holland’s best custom- 
crs. Mr. Van der Veer says that the 
majority of Dutchmen do not favor 
this policy, not only because it men- 
aces conimercial rclations with Great 
Britain, but also because German 
militarism has Jong been a menace to 
Dutch independence. The designs of 
‘Germany on Holland have long been 
notorious, and that cotntry would 
have been invaded as readily as Bcl- 
gium had it been for the interest of 
Germany to do so..~If Dutch sym- 
pathy with the allies is as gencral 
as Mr. Van der Veer says it is a pity 
that it has not found more adequate 
expression, Meanwhile the United 
States cannot be expected to - take 
practical account of it by lifting the 
embargo it has “been driven to put 
on. Dutch commerce from this coun- 
try for our own and our allics’ pro- 
tection.—Philadelphia Public Ledger.

Up to a certain point the tempera- 
ture in°which we like to sit is. en- 
tirely a matter of habit. To a 
Scotchman, a temperature of 58 de- 
grees is exactly the same as a tem- 
perature of 68 is to an American. The 
public school rooms are in Scotland 
required to be kept at 58 and no 
higher, for the “comfort and -health” 
of the pupils.

The Eskimo is obliged to remove all 
his upper garments as soon as_ the 
temperature’ in his igloo is raised, by 
the radiation of his whalc-oil lamp, 
as high as 50 degrees. All the conti- 
nent of Europe, outside of Russia 
and perhaps -one or two other 
northern countries, sits in -perfect 
comfort in a tempcrature of 60 de- 
grees, And that our own pcople do 
not really need more is proved by 
the fact’ that it takes only=a single 
winter abroad to accustom them to 
European standard, so that they ab- 
hor the inddor heat to which they 
were born—Boston Transcript.

The Fearless Bravery of a British 
Officer 


So many stories of heroism and 
courage are flashed over the cables 
as week, sticceeds week in’ the Great 
War, that the record of the utmost 
daring that in the early days of the 
war would have received many co- 
lunns of merited publicity are to- 
day dismissed with little ‘more than 
a passing reference.

Flint-pebbles are used for grinding 
cement very. fine in what is known in 
the trade as tube mill. An authority 
on. the: subject says: “A tube mill 
consists of a long horizontal cylinder 
filled-‘nearly to its axels with - flint 
pebbles imported from Europe which 
average about 2 to 3-inches in dia- 


meter.. The cement is ground by rol- 


ling-it. around with. the flints,.. It ‘is 
then’ thrown” by centrifugal -force 
against the screen which | regulates 
the fineness of grinding and prevents 
the passing of pieces of flint. A tube 
milfwhich passes, say 250 barrels of 
cement a” day, will require the re- 
newal of the flint pebbles at the rate 
of. about 600. pounds: per. week.” 
Inthe. mass flint is dark and 
opaque; but thin plates or the edges 
of splinters are pale yellow and 
translucent. Its hardness. is: greater 
than that of steel, so that a knife 
blade leaves a grey streak when 
drawn_across its surface. It is brit- 
tle -and--when hammered ~ readily. 
breaks up into: powder of angular 
grains.

Sale of Diseased Potatoes 


By Prof. V. W. Jackson, Manitoba 
Agricultural College 2 


In judging at the Boys’ and. Girls’ 
Club Fairs this fall Ihave found ;that 
5per cent. of the potatoes showed 
scab, some very badly, and that one 
out of every three potatoes showed 
a_brown ring when the stem end was 


_| cut off, which is the start of dry rot, 


and, although it may not seriously 
spoil the potatoes for cooking at this 
time of the year, it spoils them .for 
sale because the merchants will take 
advantage. of this disease to reduce 
the price. The first. three car loads 
of potatoes sent from. Manitoba to 
Minneapolis fast year were sent back 
on account of dry rot, but not, of 
course, until they had made an offer 
of half-price for them. All who have 
Potatoes for sale should cut a thin 
slice off the stem: end to see if there 
is'any brown ring indicative of dry 
rot, and, if so, these should not be 
offered for sale as they will almost 


1 aj surely be turned back as unfit. ‘Such 
in the: potatoes may be used for immediate 


consumption, but the dry rot will in- 
crease with storage during the win- 
ter and the potatoes will be quite un- 
fit for seed next year. The discase 
being internal, there is no efficient 
treatment for it. Where signs of dry 
rot are present in the stem end, it is 
important that the potatoes should 
be stored in a very cool cellar tor the 
tot develops much more rapidly in 
warm cellars. Healthy-looking pota- 
toes may have dry rot, which is 
only seen by cutting a thin slice 
across the stem~end. when a brown 
ting, or brown spots, will be seen.

Intensive Farming The Enemy’s Aim 


Farmers Must Try to Produce More 
On Every Acre 

What is required of the farmers is 
more “intensive farming, Each acre 
should produce more this. year than 
it has ever produced before; cach cow 
Should produce more milk than ever 
before, No farmer should kill a calt 
until it is at least a month old, so 
that it will be valuable for food and 
its skin valuable for leather; more- 
over, more heifer calves should be 
raised so as to increase the dairies 
and provide for an increase in milk. 
The cattle have been killed in nearly 
all countries at war to an alarming 
extent, hence there will be a great 
scarcity of milk products and bcef 
for some years. 


What Germany Means by “Freedom 
of the Seas” 


Real light upon what German 
minds mean by “the freedom of the 
seas” comes from an article. which 
Count von Reventlow published 
last March, but which the German 
censorship prevented getting out of 
Germany until recently. A transla- 
tion which appears in an English 
paper gives this: 

“Of course we do not mean by the 
phrase that free use of the sea which 
is the common privilege of all the 
nations in times of peace, the right 
to the open highways in international 
trade, ‘That sort of freedom of the 
sca we had before the war. What we 
understand today by this doctrine: i3 
that Germany should possess such 
maritime territories and such naval 
bases that at the outbreak of the war 
we should be able, with our navy 
ready, reasonably to guarantee our- 
selves the command of the sea. Wa 
want such .a jumping off place for 
our navy as would give us a fair 
chance of dominating the seas and 
of being free of the seas.during the 
war. The inalienable possession of 
the Belgian seaboard is therefore a 
matter of life and death to us, and 
the man is a traitor who would faint- 
heartedly relinquish this coast to 
England. Our aim must be nut only 
to keep what our arms have already 
won on this coast, but sooner‘or lat- 
cr to extend our scaboard to. the 
south of the Straits of Calais.” 

It is a pity the popo did not have 
Count von Reventlow’s definition be- 
fore him when he included in his ap- 
peal.a mention of “freedom of the 
seas’ as a desidcratum.—From the 
Ottawa Journal-Press,
